If United States Takes First 
Step 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell, minister of 
agriculture, announced in the Ilouse 
of Commons that the Canadian Goy- 
ernment was prepared to adopt a 


|“brick for a brick policy” with the 


United States in the reduction of 
duties on cattle. “Every step taken 
by the United States Government,” he 
said, “in the way of a reduction in 
duty on Canadian catile will be met 
by a corresponding reduction in the 
Canadian duty against American cat- 
tle. We have a brick for brick pol- 
icy. That is to say every brick the 
Americans take off the tariff wall 
against us will be met with the re- 


moval of a corresponding brick from 
our tariff against American cattle.” 

Mr. Motherwell announced that the 
government this month had passed an 
order-in-council authorizing the mtn- 
ister of finance to take such action as 
may be necessary in the direction or 
reducing the Canadian tariff on cattte 
in the event of the United States mak- 
ing similar reductions.

* Profitable Lamb Feeding 


Illinois Man's Method For Preparing 
Stock For Market 

“Buying right and selling to advant- 
age are only half the battle in profit- 
able lamb feeding,” F. B. Lloyd, of 
Sycamore, Ill., says. He fattens 600 
lambs a year on his 240-acre farm. 

“For the first sixty days it costs lit- 
tle to put on ten pounds of gain per 
head, 
cornfield, meadow, pasture and stub- 
ble, picking up feed which otherwise 
would go to waste. At night they-get 
a handful of barley and a little clover 
or alfalfa hay. If the rustling’ 
good the lambs don’t care for much 
other feed. 

After sixty 


days I shut them up 
and feed barley and hay. During the 
last six weeks I feed a little corn. 
Usually they top the market if they 
have had half a start while on rough 
feed., 

As a rule I keep lambs four to five 
months, depending upon the market. 
By this time a 55-pound feeder will 
weigh about 80 pounds, the size. liked 
jbest by buyers. If the market gets 
to acting up during the feeding period 
because of the first cheap ten pounds, 
I’m in position to dump them at the 
original price, or even a little less, and 
still be ahead.”

Polar Flights Should Stimulate Use Of 
Aircraft For Commercial Purposes 
In the third installment of his vivid 

account of his fight from Spltzbergen 

to the North Pole and back tn an aero- 
plane, Lieutenant-Commander Byrd 
asserted that, while he regretted not 
to have discovered land, one thought 
compensated him and his pilot, Ben- 
nett, whites wrestling with difficulties 
and facing dangers—namely, that 
“business need no longer hesitate to 
take up aviation with a bang.” 
Contmander. Byrd was not mistaken 
or unduly optimistic. His feat is cer- 
tuin to advance commercial aviation. 

Amundsen, flying over the pole 
in the dirigible Norge, had ampler op- 
portunities for exploration, It is est?-

The possible existence of small fs- 
lands or voleanie peaks on either side 
of the path of the dirigible in that area 
is admitted. Other explorers will 
continue the valuable work of Byrd 
and Amundsen and remove all doubt 
us to that not unimportant point. 

Like Byrd, Amundsen may well en- 
tertain the hope that his epoch-mak- 
ing fligtft! will stimulate the use and 
improvement of aireraft for commer- 
clal purposes. The question of pro- 
tecting the dirigible from pleces of Ice 
broken from the structure and driven 
back into it by the propeller blades 
will serious attention. The 
danger froma that bombardment, nor 
sufficiently realized by the builders of 
the Norge, might have caused disaster. 

A dirigible is a trafl cra and in the 
Aretic regions good fortune is rather 
the exception than the rule.--Chicago 
Daily News.
